The Merrimack County Delegation met in Room 
308, State House, Concord, New Hampshire, imme- 
ditely after adjournment of the legislative session for 
the purpose of organization. Mr. E. Harold Young, 
Chairman of the 1953 Delegation, presided and Mrs. 
Eleanora Nutter acted as Clerk. 

Dr. G. Carroll Cilley was elected chairman and Mrs. 
Eleanora C. Nutter was elected, Clerk of the 1955 Dele- 
gation. 

The next business was the election of an Executive 
Committee of seven members to act also as a Budget 
Committee, with the Chairman and Clerk ex-officio. 
Nominations were made from the floor. On motion of 
Mr. Rainie of Concord the Clerk cast one ballot for

The Clerk called the roll. Forty-seven members 
responded, including the delegate from Danbury, 
Roy K. Sargent.

~ The Executive Committee of the Merrimack County 
Delegation met with the three County Commissioners 
for consideration of the proposed County budget for 
1955 and 1956 as presented to the Commissioners by 
the Heads of Departments. | 
-Commissioner Perkins introduced the Superinten- 
dent of the County Farm, Albert MacDuffe. 

Merrimack County Agent Paul Fenton explained the 
Farm Bureau’s budget and answered questions. 

Sheriff Clyde Parker explained Clerk Hire and recom- 
mended $2,700.00 for his very efficient clerk. 

Miss Katherine Crowley, Register of Deeds, stated 
reasons for increase in her budget. | 

Care of Court House was broken down in Sepatite 

items for consideration. 
- There is a larger population at the County Farm, 
mostly county charges, or in jail. At present there are 
62 boarders who pay $80.00 per month if able to walk. 
If in hospital the charge is $4.00 per day plus medical 
charges. An elevator would enable more to use the 
second floor for additional revenue. There are 30 in 
the house of correction and 5 in jail. 

In order to sell milk to Hood a new milk cooler cost- 
ing $2,625.00 is necessary This will, however, save on 
trucking. 

~The laundry machine can be repaired at a cost of 
$300.00, so a new one costing $5,000.00 or more is not 
needed at present. 

The Commissioners have received a letter of com- 
mendation from Mr. Lester Billings of the Bureau of 
Hospital Service. 

The Register of Probate desires an increase for clerk- 
typist from $2,000.00 to $2,400.00. 

Mrs. Osgood stated that there is about 10% increase 
in the Poor-off-Farm. After 5 years of town aid cases are 
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transferred to County; children’s board and room is 
$30.00 per month plus $5.00 for clothing, no medical or 
hospital aid. More veterans this year need aid. In- 
crease in pay of 4 office girls is asked, total $1,200.00, 
$11.54 per day for part time, $4,000.00 for Mrs. Osgood. 

Proposed for Court House $19,000.00 for building, 
$4,800.00 for equipment. $6,000.00 for photostat ma- 
chine, $1,200.00 for repair of floor. 

The state wants a lease and right of way to the spring 
on farm for use of Nursery. Mr. Watson explained the 
situation. ? 

For parking purposes about 20 feet in rear of Court 
House is needed. 

Dr. Cilley moved that the Executive Committee go on 
record as instructing the Commissioners to purchase a 
milk tank under competitive bids. Mr. Gay seconded 
the motion. There was a unanimous vote in the affir- 
mative. 

‘The meeting was adjourned until Monday, February 
28 at 10:00 A. M. in the Court House.

County Court House at 10:00 A.M. Eight members 
were present: Messrs. Cilley, Davis, Nelson, Mulaire, 
McKee, Charland, Gay and Mrs. Nutter. 

Mr. Davis introduced Mr. Lyle Watson who outlined 
the need of the State Nursery for a dependable water 
supply. ‘This seems possible to obtain from the County 
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erounds by digging a reservoir and perhaps additional 
pipe lines. ‘The pump house would be located on the 
state’s land. ‘The Committee believes it desirable to 
have further definite information before a lease is 
eranted. 


The Committee proceeded to study the ance with 
the following recommendations: 

Income from Institutions, $95,000.00 for each year. 
Moved by Mr. Nelson seconded by Mr. Charland. 
Unanimously voted. | 


Interest on Deposits, etc. It was agreed that the actual 
amount on surplus funds is $1,275.00 for each year. 


Mrs. Osgood explained reimbursement on soldier’s 
aid. ‘There seems to be little chance of this, and there 1s 
a larger percentage of veterans in our population. Dr. 
Cilley moved, seconded by Mr. Charland, that the esti. 
mate for reimbursement of expenditures for support of 
poor, etc., be $16,000.00 for each year. So voted. 


All other receipts are already fixed. $100.00 for 1955 
and $50.00 for 1956. 


Moved by Mr. Charland and supported by Mr. 
McKee that the salaries of Commissioners remain the 
same $4,500.00 for 1955 and 1956. It was unanimously 
voted. 

Moved by Mr. Charland, seconded by Mr. Gay that 
salaries of ‘Treasurer, Auditors and Solicitor be the same 
as previously for each year. It was so voted. 

On motion of Dr. Cilley, seconded by Mr. Nelson the 
salary of the Medical Referee was voted to be $1,500. 00 
for both 1955 and 1956. 

-Motion by Dr. Cilley, seconded es Mr. Charland that 
the Sheriff's salary be $2,000.00 for each years It was so 
voted. 

Motion by Dr. Cilley, seconded by Mr. Gay that 
Sheriff Clerk Hire be $2,550.00 in 1955 and $2,700.00 
in 1956. It was so voted. 
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The expenses of above officers was voted to be $2,550 
for each year on motion of Mr. Nelson, seconded by Mr. 
Mulaire. 

Expense of Register of Deeds $4,580.00 for 1955, 
$4,425.00 for 1956 on motion of Dr. Cilley, seconded by 
Mr. Nelson. 


Expenses of Register of Probate $3,698.75 of which 
$2,200.00 is for clerk hire, 1955, $3,832.50 of which 
$2,400.00 is for clerk hire, 1956. $1,040.00 voted for 
Solicitor clerk hire as requested. 


Moved by Dr. Cilley and supported by Mr. McKee 
that we approve all six Superior Court items as presented 
by the Commissioners. It was so voted. 


Mr. Mulaire moved, Dr. Cilley seconded, that 
$7,000.00 be allowed each year for care and supplies 
for Court House. It was so voted. 


For County Farm, County Hospital and Jail on 
motion of Dr. Cilley, seconded by Mr. Gay, $195,000 
was allowed for each year. So voted. 


Support of Poor-off-Farm, it was voted on motion of 
Mr. Charland, seconded by Dr. Cilley that $40,000.00 be 
allowed for each year. 


For Old Age assistance Mr. Nelson moved, Dr. Cilley 
seconded, that $20,000.00 be allowed for each year. It 
was so voted. 

Board and Care of Children was allowed $70,500.00 
for each year on motion of Mr. Charland, seconded by 
Mr. Gay. 

Mr. McKee moved, Mrs. Nutter seconded, that 
$25,000.00 be allowed for soldiers ’aid. It was so voted. 


On Welfare Administration Expense Mr. Nelson 
moved, Dr. Cilley seconded that we accept the figures as 
suggested, $15,150.00. It was voted in favor 5-2. 

Interest on temporary loans was voted, $2,000.00 for 
each year on motion of Dr. Cilley, seconded by Mr. 
McKee. 
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New Construction and Equipment at Court House. 
Moved by Dr. Cilley and supported by Mr. Charland 
that for 1955 the sum of $7,500.00 be allowed from 
which a photostat machine for the Register of Deeds 
office is to be bought at competitive bids; for 1956 the 
sum of $1,500.00 is to be allowed. It was so voted. 

On motion of Dr. Cilley, seconded by Mr. Charland, 
the County Farm was allowed $6,000.00 for 1955 and 
$5,000.00 for 1956. So voted. Also allowed as moved 
by above Cilley and Charland $450.00 for Delegation 
expenses. 

Meeting adjourned to meet March 2 at close of session 
in Representatives Hall.

The Merrimack County Delegation held a_ public 
meeting in the County Home at 10:00 A. M. An oppor- 
tunity was given for inspection of the buildings. 

‘The business meeting was called to order by the Chair- 
man, Dr. G. Carroll Cilley. The roll-call by clerk 
showed 33 representatives and 1 delegate present: 
Messrs. Phelps, Ellsworth, Vaughn, Vogel, Stevens, 
Dowd, Ferrin, Hancock, Shea, Lessels, Nelson, Corbett, 
Cilley, Maxham, Walker, Anderson, Comi, Burke, 
Kenney, Charland, Dempsey, Carpenter, Mason, Du- 
Devoir, Mulaire, Davis, Lovejoy, Bigelow, Bunten, and 
McKee, and Mesdames Davis, Mahoney, Bean, and 
Nutter. 

Among visitors present from Concord were John 
Stanley, Sheriff Clyde Parker; Katherine Crowley, Reg- 
ister of Deeds; Winslow Osborne, Hon. Raymond Per- 
kins, Dr. Mary Atcheson; Mrs. Lucie Weston, Republi- 
can Women’s County Chairman; Leon Anderson: 
Harold Holmes, Mr. Watson, A. F. Boivin, Mrs. Frances 
Boivin, and Mrs. Paul Jones of Boscawen; Senator 
Powell of Sutton; Mr. Adams of Salisbury; County 
Agent and Mrs. Paul Fenton, Andover; from Franklin, 
Mayor Gilman and Charles Douphinette. 

Commissioner Perkins welcomed the delegation and 
visitors. 

County Solicitor John Stanley explained the reason 
for the proposed bill to increase the salary of that office. 
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There has been no increase since 1947 when it was 
raised from $1,200.00 to $2,000.00. This bill is an 
attempt to establish a reasonable basis for amount of 
time and expense involved in County work. The posi- 
tion is comparable to that of the Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral who gets $7,000.00 Since about one half of the 
Solicitor’s work is for the County he should get 
$3,500.00. His salary plus allowance for expenses, in- 
cluding secretary is $3,040.00. As these fixed expenses, 
including $1,300.00 for one-half of secretary’s pay equal 
$1,858.00 he receives only $1,182.00. Mr. Stanley 
answered questions. 

Mr. Winslow Osborne explained the crowded con- 
ditions in the Register of Deeds office, emphasizing difh- 
culties in use of stairs in search of records. He also 
answered questions. 

Miss Katherine Crowley pointed out that microfilm 
is for the protection of records but not for working pur- 
poses. Old records which date from 1823 are much. 
used. For microfilm more than one screen is needed. 
The only solution is to find more room on same floor. 
A new photostat machine, as allowed for in budget 
for use in her department, will pay for itself in efficiency. 

Remarks were made by the President of the Senate, 
Honorable Raymond K. Perkins and by Senator Powell 
of Sutton. 

The chairman introduced Albert MacDufhe, Supt. of 
the Farm who has worked there since 1933 with the 
exception of five years. At the suggestion of Sen. Powell, 
he explained the use of cans, special ones being needed 
for different vegetables and fruits. By canning these in 
season there will be greater efficiency on the farm. 

Dr. Mary Atcheson was introduced and made a few 
remarks. 

Sheriff Parker, former representative Charles Dou- 
phinette and Mayor Gilman of Franklin spoke briefly. 

The proposed bill for Solicitor was discussed. It was 
moved by Mr. Maxham and seconded by Mr. Comi that 
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the bill be presented through the Rules Committee to 
the House. Discussion followed. ‘The vote was 18 in 
favor, 7 opposed. 

County Agent Paul Fenton explained about the addi- 
tional County Agent, sponsored by the Federal Govern- 
ment, as part of Secretary Benson’s program. 

Mr. Watson of the Boscawen State Nursery outlined 
the proposed use of the water supply to be obtained on 
County land. The State desires a lease for this. 

There was a recess for dinner. 

The meeting recovened and the chairman asked for 
a roll-call vote on Mr. Maxham’s motion. The vote was 
in the affirmative, 25 in favor, 7 opposed. The bill for 
increased in the Solicitor’s pay will therefore be pre- 
sented through the Rules Committee to the House. 

The meeting was turned over to Mr. Nathaniel Davis, 
Chairman of the Executive Committee, who explained 
the proposed budget for 1955 and 1956. Questions were 
answered by Mr. Davis and the Commissioners and in- 
formation was given by Sheriff Parker regarding his 
department. 


Mr. Corbett expressed appreciation for the work of 
the Executive Committee. 


It was moved by Mr. Maxham and seconded that the 
Chair appoint a sub-committee of five members to make 
in investigation of the Register of Deed’s room and 
report to the Delegation. Discussion followed. Mr. 
Comi called for the question. It was an unanimous vote 
in the affirmative. 


Moved by Mr. McKee, seconded by Mr. Davis that 
the chair appoint five members other than any member 
of the Executive Committee. It was so voted. 

The Chair appointed Messrs. Rainie, Kenny, Carpen- 
ter, Bunten and Vaughn. 

On motion by Mr. Comi a rising vote of thanks was 
given Supt. and Mrs. MacDuffe and the Commissioners 
for their hospitality and excellent dinner. 
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The meeting was adjourned until March 23 when the 
Delegation will meet to take action on the Budget.

Pursuant to notices in the House Journal and the 
Concord Monitor, the Merrimack County Delegation 
met with the Chairman, Dr. G. Carroll Cilley, presiding 

The Clerk called the roll. 

The Chairman read a letter from County Solicitor 
Stanley who was unable to be present in regard to House 
Bill No. 451. 

Mr. Charland made a motion, seconded by Mr. 
Burke, to report this bill inexpedient to legislate. 

Discussion ensued: Messrs. Gay, Walker, Comi, 
Rainie and Charland speaking in favor; Messrs. Brown 
and Vogel in opposition. Ona roll call vote the motion 
was carried 33-7. The bill will therefore be reported 
as inexpedient to legislate. 

Mr. Rainie reported for the special committee on the 
proposed addition to the Court House. The basement 
is not considered a proper place for storage of records. 
It is proposed to extend the wall on west side of Register 
of Deed’s office, a similar addition to be on opposite side 
of building, with the vault along southerly end of build- 
ing. Mr. William Johns believes these plans make 
proper use of waste space and estimates $9,600.00 for 
construction. Mr. Rainie answered questions. 

Mr. Comi moved, supported by Mr. Corbett, that the 
report of the sub-committee be accepted and that they 
be given authority to take further action and report at 
next meeting. It was so voted. 
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The Chairman read a letter he had received from City 
Solicitor Atlee Zellers regarding more parking space; 
also a letter from Mr. Zellers to the County Commis- 
sioners. “There was discussion of Doyen Park owner- 
ship. Moved by Mr. Corbett, seconded by Mr. Comi, 
that the special committee make investigation in regard 
to this. It was so voted. 


It was moved by Mr. Maxham, seconded by Mr. Davis, 
that action on the budget be postponed until further 
date. ‘The motion was carried. 


Commissioner Perkins brought up the need for 
action in regard to photostat machine, and for a beach 
wagon for the farm. Moved by Mr. Workman and 
supported by Mr. Comi that the Commissioners be em- 
powered to purchase same. It was so voted. 

Commissioner Colby brought up the matter of an 
elevator at the County Home. The Chairman read a 
letter from Mr. Billings expressing desirability and 
approval of same. Moved by Mr. McKee and seconded 
that this letter be placed on file with the clerk. It was 
so voted. 


Supt. MacDufhe quoted an estimated price of $15,- 
000.00 for a 514 x 8 ft. elevator to run from basement 
to top floor. Self-service is not feasible. Discussion 
ensued. 

It was left with the executive committee to set the 
date for the next meeting. 

Forty members of the Legislature and one delegate 
were present as members of the County Convention. 


The meeting was adjourned at 2:25 P. M. on motion 
of Mr. Workman.

‘The business meeting of the Merrimack County dele- 
gation was convened at 1:00 P.M. with Chairman 
G. Carroll Cilley presiding. Forty-one members 
responded at roll-call. 

The budget for 1955 and 1956 was under considera- 
tion. 

Mr. Comi moved, supported by Mr. Vogel, that the 
salary of the County Solicitor be increased by 
$500.00. ‘This was defeated by a roll call vote 22-18. A 
motion to increase his salary by $250.00 was also de- 
feated, 19-14, on a show: of hands. 

Mr. Vogel moved to give each of the three Com- 

missioners a $500.00 raise. Mr. Comi seconded this 
motion. Discussion ensued. An amendment was 
offered by Mr. Kenney that the Chairman be given a 
$500.00 raise, the other salaries remaining as now. ‘This 
amendment was voted down. More discussion followed. 
Explanation was made by Mr. Young that a joint House- 
Senate Conference Committee on a multiple bill con- 
sidered these increases fair and in line with other 
counties. 

Mr. Charland asked for a roll-call vote on the salary 
increase for all Commissioners. ‘The vote was in the 
afhrmative 21-17. 

It was moved by Mr. Comi and supported that we 
reconsider the motion whereby the Commissioners’ 
salaries are increased. ‘This motion was lost. 

It was moved by Mr. Comi and supported that we 
reconsider the vote on the Solicitor’s salary. “The vote 
was 21 in favor of and 15 against reconsideration. Mr. 
Comi moved, seconded by Mr. Brown, that the County 
Solicitor’s salary be increased by $500.00. An amend- 
ment offered by Mr. McKee for a $300.00 increase was 
lost. Mr. Phelps asked for a roll-call. 23 having voted 
in the affirmative, 17 in the negative, the motion was

carried. A motion to reconsider offered by Mr. Moore 
was lost. 

Mr. Vogel moved, supported by Mr. Comi, that the 
budget be accepted with additions as voted today. 

Mr. McKee brought up the matter of the elevator 
under the “outlay for new construction and equip- 
ment.’ It was moved and seconded to include $7,500.00 
in the 1956 budget for installing an elevator at the 
County Home provided that the Federal Government 
matches this amount. “There was discussion and ques- 
tions asked and answered. Ona voice vote this was 
voted in the affirmative. 

In reply to questions Mr. MacDuffe stated that 
$1,000.00 more has been spent in the first five months 
of 1955 than in the same period in 1954. 


The Chairman read a letter from the Register of Pro- 
bate asking for 200 files costing $1,763.85. It was moved 
by Mr. Comi, seconded by Mr. Rainie, that this sum be 
included in the budget. It was so voted. 


Miss Crowley, Register of Deeds, asked for new and 
larger binders, with suitable paper, to cost $975.00 over 
the two year period. On motion of Mr. Vogel, seconded 
by Mr. Comi, this was so voted. 


Commissioner Perkins asked that the amount for 
medical referee be changed from $1,500.00 to $2,000.00 
for each year due to authorized increase in fees. On 
motion of Mr. Rainie, supported by Mr. Comi, this in- 
crease was granted. 


Commissioner Perkins stated the condition on board 
and care of children. On motion of Mr. Rainie, sec- 
onded by Mr. Comi, it was voted to add $4,500.00 for 
each year for this purpose. 


Commissioner Colby spoke of necessary work to be 
done on road, roof and general improvement of build- 
ing and asked for an increase of $5,000.00. On motion

- ‘The meeting of the Merrimack County Delegation 
was called to order by the Chairman, Dr. Cilley. The 
Clerk called the roll and a quorum was found to be 
present. | 

‘The County Solicitor, Mr. Stanley, explained the new 
bill signed Aug. 5 pertaining to the discharge of County 
officials. “There was discussion by Messrs. Rainie, Vogel 
and Comi. Dr. Cilley explained that the purpose of 
the meeting was to keep all members informed as to the 
law and to obligations of the Delegation. 

Mr. Rainie and Mr. Kenney asked questions of the 
Solicitor. Mr. Rainie rose to a point of order. Mr. 
Brown rose for a parliamentary inquiry. Mr. Charland 
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also spoke. Solicitor Stanley commented on conditions, 
also Commissioner Colby. 

Mr. Rainie offered the motion, seconded by Mr. 
Dowd, that we proceed to take evidence as to the situa- 
tion and the alleged discharge of Mr. Sargent. Mr. 
Davis asked a question, answered by Mr. Stanley, who 
believes any action here to be purely informative. Mr. 
Charland spoke. Mr. Rainie moved the previous ques- 
tion. It was so voted. On a roll-call vote the previous 
motion was carried 25-6. Voting in favor: Phelps, Ells- 
worth, Vaughn, Stevens, Davis of Concord, Colbath, 
Shea, Lessels, Jewett, Rainie, Cilley, Maxham, Mahoney, 
Comi, Nutter, Broadhurst, Carpenter, Mulaire, Davis 
of Hopkinton, Brown, Lovejoy, Bigelow, Workman, 
Moore and Bunten. 

Opposed: Vogel, Dowd, Hancock, Kenney, Charland, 
and DuDevoir. 


Mr. Vogel inquired as to what is in back of all this. 
The Solicitor states that it amounts to this: (1) Has any- 
one been discharged? (2) Has there been a hearing? If 
so, there is other proper procedure to follow. Personal 
grievances should not properly be brought before this 
Delegation. Mr. Rainie asked a question. | 


Dr. Cilley read a notice to quit dated July 29 to be 
effective Sept. 1, 1955. The Solicitor ruled that this 
paper is evidence of discharge. A letter dated July 18 
cites July 19 as date of termination of services; granting 
2 weeks’ salary and 2 weeks’ vacation pay. 


Mr. Rainie asked that the petitioner speak. Objec- 
tion by Mr. Charland who thinks the accuser should 
speak first. “Chere was discussion by Messrs. Bigelow, 
Comi, Vogel and Rainie who want grievances presented. 
Mr. Kenney believes Mr. Sargent was asked to resign. 

The Chairman asked if Mr. Sargent feels he has a 
grievance, and if so to present it. Mr. Rainie moved, 
supported by Mr. Vogel, that the Delegation support 
the Chairman of the Delegation in the request that Mr. 
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Sargent present his grievances if he has such. This was 
voted unanimously. 

Mr. Sargent asked why he was handed the papers. 
The Clerk then read the papers he had received. Mr. 
Sargent asked for what reasons he was handed these 
papers. Mr. Bigelow inquired of the Solicitor under 
what law we are now working. A recess was declared 
at the Solicitor’s request. 

After a short recess the meeting was called to order 
by the Chairman. 

The water situation was first considered. The State 
of New Hampshire requests the privilege of digging on 
County property for water to use for the State Nursery. 
Commissioner Colby explained the matter briefly. Mr. 
MacDufhe stated that it would be good fire protection 
for County buildings, also drainage for a wet field, an 
advantage to the County. The State plans a reservoir 
about 12 feet by 20 feet and wants a chance to dig the 
hole and a right of way. Mr. Nelson spoke in favor. 

It was moved by Mr. Rainie, seconded by Mr. Vogel, 
that the executive committee be authorized to enter 
into an agreement with the State Forestry Department, 
granting to the Department an easement so that the De- 
partment may construct a reservoir and make use of 
water therein with the right of way thereto, this agree- 
ment to be outlined in the minutes of this committee. 
‘The motion was carried unanimously. 

Solicitor Stanley read the letter to Mr. Sargent and 
ruled that discharge is not effective. This is a request to 
resign and is not a discharge. ‘The second paper, an 
order to vacate, is a legal notice to quit. 

There were questions and discussion by Messrs. Han- 
cock, Charland, Workman, Kenney, Rainie, Comi, and 
Vogel. Mr. Rainie made a motion to adjourn which 
was seconded but later withdrawn to permit further dis- 
cussion. Messrs. Kenney, Davis and Moore spoke. 
Commissioner Morgan stated that he signed the letter 
in good faith. 
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‘The Chairman stated that Commissioner Perkins was 
absent because of being in the Hanover Hospital. 

On motion of Mr. Rainie, seconded by Mr. Comi, the 
meeting was adjourned, following which a boutiful din- 
ner was served in the dining-room through courtesy 
of Supt. MacDuffie and the Commissioners.

Merrimack County, this year lost one of its most 
valued Servants in the passing of Arthur W. Perkins, 
Chairman of the board of Commissioners, for the past 
seven. years. 


The Commissioners concur with the statement of the 
Superintendent and Matron contained in this report. 


We also desire to express our appreciation of the work 
of the Federated Business and Professional Women’s 
Club of Concord and to the Kiwanis Club also of Con- 
cord who provided a most successful Yuletide party at 
the County Home. - 

A few budget items were exceeded, including boarded 
children by $449.70. ‘This was an average of 150 per- 
sons per month with a minimum individual expense of 
$35.00. per month. 

The Old Age Assistance exceeded the bulges by 
$1,908.89. This included 11 cases APTD (Aid to Per- 
manently and Totally Disabled) at 35% cost, 11 cases 
OAA-Aliens (Old-Age Assistance-Aliens) at 50% cost 
and 72 OAA (Old Age Assistance) cases at 25% cost. 
These items were more than offset by the surplus in 
Poor Off Farm and Soldier’s-Aid with a balance of 
$7,988.45 and $5,355.24 respectively.

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In conclusion, the Commissioners submit that the 
County is again operating within the appropriation 
with a surplus of $36,864.51. 

We believe every effort has been made to keep ex- 
penses at a minimum bearing in mind the necessity of 
keeping County properties in good condition and 
repair.

A Pasteurizer was purchased 
ta care for the milk which is used in the Home, thus 
eliminating buying outside milk. Also a new tractor, 
with a snow plow has been bought. The roadways were 
repaired with a heavy layer of asphaltum. 

The garden yield the past summer was exceptionally 
good, better than in some former years. ‘This gave 
us plenty of fresh vegetables for the tables, and left much 
for canning and freezing. A report of the quantities 
will be found elsewhere in the County Report. 

Population has remained at a high figure all year, 
even though our death rate has been high, due to the 
passing of many of our oldest residents. 

The recreation program has been similar to that of 
other years, with the Annual Picnic at Canobie Lake, 
and movies in the evenings. ‘The Christmas Party, un- 
der the sponsorship of the Business and Professional 
Women’s Club, with Miss Bessie Gray as its most able

An examination was made of all orders issued by the 
Commissioners and Clerk of the Superior Court during 
the periods under review.

CLERK OF SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of the 
Superior Court of Merrimack County were examined. 
Court receipts were checked by source, insofar as pos- 
sible, and found to be properly recorded. Court orders 
issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers 
and payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court 
Justice. 


COUNTY FARM 


Receipts of the Farm from the sale of dairy products, 
livestock, produce, and from boarders were checked by 
source through the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts 
of the Farm, as recorded in the cash book, were properly 
accounted for by the Superintendent through deposits 
in the bank to the credit of the County Treasurer’s ac- 
count. 

Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures of 
the County Farm for the years 1953 and 1954 are pre- 
sented in Exhibits G and P, respectively.

The accounts and records of all county officials which 
were examined were found in good condition and the 
accounting procedure conformed to the standard pro- 
cedure prescribed by this Division.
